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THE FOLLOWING RERQAT WAS PREVIOUSLY 25X1A 


1. The troops which landed on the west coast of Korea in the Asan (126-58, 36-52) 
area are South Korean troops which withdrew by sea from Inchon and Ong din 
(125422, 37~56). Approximately 500 are frou Ongjin and approximately 700 are 
from Inchon. 


2. South norean police in the Asan area believed the troops to be invading forces 
from North sored, and evacuated the town. itiots and fights broke out in Asan 
between the Commnists and loyal South Korean civilians. Police in Yesan (126- 
50, 36-40) also ?led because of the invasion rumors. Yesan prisoners broke 
jail, looted, burned and killed in the town. 


3. On 10 July there was no fighting or rioting in Asan or Yesan. Crevious dis- 
turbances were believed by the South sorean military authorities to be 
fighting between South and North Korean forces constituting an attempt by the 
North koreans to encircle Taejon. 
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
